The officers of the navy who are guilty 
ot such conduct deserve grave rebuke, 
They cast discredit upon the service and 
their conduct is deeply mortifying to 
every American who believes in the navy 
end is anxious to uphold its interest and 


honor. 

There has been so much misrepresenta- 
tion and exaggeration that I desire you | 
to make a statement as to the exact | 
facts concerning which there has been 
dispute. In particular, I desire you to 
get the opinion of Admiral Converse, 
who until last Spring was Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, and whose high 
professional standard of conduct and duty 
and high professional knowledge and at- 
tainments render him peculiarly fit to 
give judgment. \ 

I would willingly pass over the conduct 
of Admiral Browngon, because of his fine 
service in the past, if it were not that 
at a tine when a new Chief is chosen to 
succeed him it becomes imperative to 
Stamp with disapproval the behavior 
which, if followed throughout the nav, 
generally, would literally ruin the navy’s 
efficiency. 

The question as to which Admiral 
Brownson took issue with the department 
I_will deal with in a separate letter. It 
is one as to which there can be entirely 
legitimate differences of opinion, although 
in my dgment the considerations in 
favor of the course decided upon are 
overwhelming. But there is no room for 
difference of opinion as to the gross im- 
propriety of the Admiral’s conduct in re- 
signing sooner than carry out the orders 
of his superior officers in such a niatter. 


Childish to Let Pique Rule, 


The officers of the navy must remem- 
ber that it is not merely childish, but in 
the highest degree reprehensible, to per- 
mit either personal pique, wounded vanity, 
or factional feeling on behalf of some 
particular bureau or organization to ren- 
der them disloyal to the interests of the 


navy and therefore of the country as a 
whole. 

The question whether one officer or 
@nother shall command a ship is of little 
consequence compared with the weaken- 
ing wf ali command and discipline which 
would resuit if officers were to refuse 
to werve whenever their tempers are ruf- 
fled by adverse decisions ou the part of 
their superiors. Their sole concern should 
be the good of the service, and, save only 
luck cf courage in aciual warifarc, obedi- 
ence and loyalty are the most essential 
qualities in keeping the service up to the 
magnet standard ‘ 

The different bureaus of the Depart- 
ment, the different branches of the ser- 

, vice, must act in co-ordination, and the 
questions that arise between them must 
be settled by the authority of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and of the President, 
under and in accordance with tHe law 
enacted by Congress; and the first duty 
of every officer, whether of the line, of 
the pay department, of the medical de- 
partment, or of the construction depart- 
ment, whether in one bureau or another, 
is to give immediate and loyal obedience 
to every lawful command of a superior, 
and of course, above all, to the law it- 
self. This duty is incumbent upon all, 
but it is most incumbent upon those high 
in rank, whose example may be of far- 
veaching cffect.

Argument on Hospital Ships. 
The President's second letter to Mr. 
Metcalf is an argument to sustain his de- 
cision to assign medical officers to the 

command of hospital ships. He says: 


The White House. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 4, 1908. 
To the Secretary of the Navy: 

Your predecessor in the Navy Depart- 
ment on Dec. 12, 1906, directed that hos- 

ital ships should be treated as floating | 

ospitals, and that each such ship should 
therefore be placed under the command of 
a. medical officer, the navigation being 
controlled by a competent sailing master 
This order was issued after the most 
careful consideration by the Secretary of 
the Navy and by the President of all the 
reasons that could be adduced for and 
against it. The case has now been re- 
opened and the Secretary of the Navy 
und the President have again listened to 
and considered all the reasons that coulé 
be adduced against putting the order into 
effect. After the fullest consideration I 
have determined that the order is right, 
and it is hereby confirmed, 

The hospital ships of the navy wilt 
hereafter, unless otherwise dirécted by 
Congress, be placed under the contro] 
and command of medical officers of the 
navy, their navigation being exclusively 
controlled by a competent sailing master 
and civilian crew, the sailing master hav- 
ing the complete responsibility for every- 
thing connected with the navigation of 
the ship, Such a ship ig merely a float- 
ing hospital, The hospital ship now in 
question, the Relief @s already been 
used by the United States Army as such. 
It was then commanded by a medical] of- 
ficer with a sailing master under him. 
This arrangement has worked well, and 
it is preposterous to suppose that it will 
not work as well under a medical officer 
of the navy as under a medical officer of 
the army. 

Follows Custom of Other Fleets, 


Certain hospital ships in the British, 
German, Japanese, and Italian navies 
have already been commanded by medical 
officers—sometimes fleet surgeons, some- 
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times Red Cross surgeons. In these 
navies the only ships of which I have 
been able to get record were thus, com- 
manded; save that in the Japanese Navy 
the hospital ships at the beginning of the 
late war were commanded by line offi- 
cers, but were then put under the com- 
mand of medical officers to avoid all 
question of possible breach of neutrality. 

In our own service, at the close of the 
civil war, by General Order of Feb. 6 
1865, hospital transports and hospital 
boats were penees exclusively under the 
control of the Medical Department; the 
hospital ship on the a being un- 
der the command of a Fleet Surgeon, 
with an acting master under him as a 
navigating officer. In the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war the. hospital ships Vigilancia, 
Relief, Missouri, Bay State, and Olivette 
were, by various orders, (Nos. 1038, 122, 
188, 212, 278, &c.,) placed under the charge 
of or the command of various Army Sur- 
geons, the order sometimes reading that 
the Surgeon will ‘take charge of'’ the 
hospital ship, sometimes that he will 
‘‘assume command of” the hospital ship. 
this last betng the form of words used in 
connection with the ship Relief, the one 
that we are now considering. 

The manual of the Medical Department 
of the United States Army for 1906 pro- 
vides that hospital boats shall be exclu- 
sively under the control of the Medical 
Department; and the order of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy of Dec. 12, 1906, puts 
hospital ships under the command of 
Naval Surgeons. At present two pay offi- 
cers are serving in naval hospitals under 
the command of medical officers of the 
navy, and the present Paymaster Genera] 
of the 7 served under the command 
of a medical officer of the navy in 1879. 


Slap at the Line Officers. 


Military surgeons, including naval sur- 
geons, have special knowledge of hospital 
ships, and they have in addition certain 
military duties of command, organization, 
Grills, and discipline, just as do officers 
of the line, awarding punishments, and 


being guided and governed in these mili- 
tary duties by the same regulations that 
guide and govern officers of the _ line. 
The command of a hospital ship should 
unquestionably be vested in a medical of- 
ficer, and no line officer should be aboard 


The medi¢al officer in such case is 
simply the responsible head of a large 
hospital plant which, by reason of his 
training, he is peculiarly fitted to com- 
mand. It ig not his province to navi- 
gate the vessel; this should be left to a 
civilian sailing master; but he, and he 
alone, is best qualified to respect and 
guard the neutrality of the ship.

Hospital ships should 
Be maintained in time of peace exactly 
under the same conditions as in time of 
war. The system has been tried in the 
army, and tried in foreign navies, and 
has worked without a hitch. It is the 
only system that should be tolerated, and 
if it fails to work well, this failure can 
only be due to lack of desire to have it 
work well on the part of those concerned. 
I direct that, unless Congress provide 
otherwise, the practice in the navy be 
similar to that now obtaining in the 
army. In the army the hospital ship is 
treated as @ general hospital, and Article 
1,467 reads as follows: 
‘General hospitals. will be under the 
exclusive control of the Surgeon General, 
and will be governed by such regulations 
as the Secretary of War may prescribe. 
The senior Surgeon will command the 
same.”’ THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


New Point in the Quarrel. 


This second letter of the President gives 
a new point in the controversy. It shows 
that Secretary Bonaparte on Dec. 12, 1906, 
issued an order directing that thereafter 
hospital ships should be treated as float- 
ing hospitals, and should be under the 
command of medical officers.

Gen. Henry Reports That Militiamen 
Do Not Stay Five Years. 
ALBANY, Jan. 5.—The'fanure of more 
than half the members of the National 
Guard of this State to complete their 


term of enlistment is commented upon at 
length by Adjt.-Gen. Nelson H. Henry in 
his annual report. On this point Gen. 
Henry Says: ‘‘ The total enlisted strength 
Sept. 30, 1907, was 14,015 men. Under the 
present existing requirement approxi- 
mately only 25 per cent. received a full 
and honorable discharge. It is further 
apparent that a large percentage, ap- 
proximately 54 per cent., discharged by 
being dropped, served the State less than 
three years, and in all probability less 
than two years. 

“It 1s beyond dispute a fact that the 
State does not receive a fair return for 
the expenditure incurred in uniforming 
and equipping this large percentage of 
men, who after a short. service, are 
dropped from the rolls. 

“It has been suggested, and there would 
appear to be much merit in the sugges- 
tion, that the term of enlistment be three 
years, There are also many objections 
to a shorter term of instruction, unless 
means could be provided that organiza- 
tions, or at least new recruits, should 
have an annual tour of field service.”

Last year at the contest in Paris for the 
chempion cheval d’armesg of the French 
Army, in which a very large number of 
officers took part, there were many Cap- 
tains represented, several Majors and 
Lieutenant Colonels, and one Colonel, the 
latter a man of at least 60 years of age. 
This contest consisted of one day of 
school work, one day ‘for a march, ap- 
proximating forty-five miles, made at an 
average speed of about eight miles an 
hour, one two-mile steeplechase, and one 
day’s test of jumping all classes of ob- 
stacles. 

The Colonel put up such an excellent 
showing and held his own so well with 
the younger officers that he was congrat- 
ulated in orders for his very fine work. 


Severe Tests in Germany. 


GERMANY—It becomes very olear, even 
to a casual observer, that every mounted | 
officer in the German Army must keep 
himself in condition to make long, hard} 
rides at all times. This is demonstrated 
by thelr performance upon the great 
proving ground of the “ Kriegs Fahig- 
keit’’ (readiness for war) of each officer, 
namely, the annual manoeuvres. 

It is a mafter of common report that a 
goodly number of officers of Captain’s 
rank and higher are annually called out 
of the army for deficiency in riding or en- 
durance in the saddle. When brigades 
and divisions frequently march thirty-six 
miles per day, the major part of the time 
at night, it cam be seen that a very con- 
siderable demand is made on the senior 
mounted officers. That they live in con- 
tinual anxiety over the regular inspections 
and annual manoeuvres seems apparent 
from the regularity with which they exer- 
cise themselves in resins. 

At Hanover, where the German riding 
institute is situated, the bridle paths are 
full of fat Majors and Captains hammer- 
ing along with grim determination in 
their faces. Referring to such officers, 

oung students of the riding institute 
nave a jocular saying: ‘‘ His bread basket 
will buy him a top hat before long,” 
meaning that the brigade commander will

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HUSBAND FORMURDER 


Police Think Admissions 
Whitmore Make Strong 
Case Against Him. 


by 


SENT “LENA” TELEGRAM 


Prisoner Admits Signing Wife’s Name 
to Message to Relatives After Her 
Death—Mentions a Companion. 


While persisting in his ;rotestations of 
fimnocence of the murder of his wife, 
whose body was found in Five Points 
Pond, near Harrison, N. J., on Dec. 26, 
Theodore 8. Whitmore made more im- 
portant admissions yesterday. The New 
Jersey authorities believe the case against 
the prisoner now is so strong that they 
will ask for his indictment on a charge of 
murder. 

Up to yesterday Whitmore had denied 
all knowledge of a telegram signed with 
bis wife's name and sent to her sister, 
Mrs. Martin Schmitter, two days after 
the murder. He had also denied knowl- 
edge of the trunk to which the telegram 
referred, being sent from his home at 236 
Adams Street, Brooklyn. He had told the 
Police at first that the trunk had been 
Stolen. 

But in an unguarded moment yesterday 


the prisoner admitted that he had led | 


@bout the trunk, and that he had sent it 
@way. It was a logical conclusion that 
the person who sent the trunk also sent 
the telegram. The force of this was 
brought home to Whitmore by Judge Jo- 
@eph Branegay yesterday, and the prison- 
er burst into tears. 

““Well, I did send the telegram signed 
with my wife’s name,” he said between 
his sobs. 


Fred Elliott Brought Into the Case. 


But a moment later he pulled himself 
together and, after thinking for a while, 
gaid: : 

“That is, I sent the telegram, but did 
not write it myself. I dictated it to a pal 
of mine,-Fred Elliott, who spent several 
days at my house."’ 

This .was a new lead for the police. 
They had not heard of Fred Elliott before, 
and wanted to know more of him. Whit- 
more told them that Elliott was,a fireman 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Raltlroad, who 
lived in Springfield, Mass., and who had 
been laid off just before Christmas. 

“I met him two days before Christ- 
mas,” said Whitmore. “I had known 
him a year before in Albany, and we 
Were pals. He came to my house the 


day after Christmas and stayed until! 


Saturday, when he left without saying 
good-bye. When I decided to send my 
wife’s trunk to her sisters on Friday 
efter Christmas I got Elliott to write 
that telegram, and told him to sign 
Lena's name.”

I did not write any 
of those letters, and I do not know who 
did. ‘Why, I received one of them myself 
ea few days after Christmas. It was 
signed Lena and said that my wife had 
gone to visit her folks in Schenectady, I 
tore it up.” 


Police Case Against Whitmore, 


After an examination of the prisoner, 
Judge Branegan announced that even in 
the event of nothing more being learned 


from Whitmore the case against him 
‘will be placed before the Hudson County 
Grand Jury and he will be formally ac- 
cused of the murder of his wife. 

“Four incriminating facts make out a 
strong circumstantial case against Whit- 
more,’ said Judge Branegan. “ First, he 
refused to admit the identity of his wife 
when first shown the body in the Morgue, 
but later acknowledged that it was his 
wife. Second, the letters signed with his 
dead wife's name, which could have been 
written % 4 no one but Whitmore, for no 
one else knew that the relatives wanted 
to know the things which the letters told 
them. And in this connection there is 
the telegram which he admits sending to 
pave the way for the trunk, Third is 
the transaction in jewelry. 

“He had told us that his wife wore 
certain rings when she disappeared. Those 
same rings were taken by fim to a ga- 
Joon keeper to put in his safe. How did 
he come to have the jewels? And, fourth, 
there is the broken alibi. It has been 
proved that Whitmore was not in the 
places he says he was on Christmas 
night, the night of the murder.” 

The police are convinced that Mrs. 
‘Whitmore was lured to Harrison and 
killed near where the body was found. 
They do not think the body could have 
been taken there without detection !f the 
woman was killed at her Brooklyn home. 


Hendrickson’s Arrest.

$10,000,000 IN ART 
FOR PHILADELPHIA 


The Widener, Elkins, and John- 
son Collections Soon to 
Go to the City. 


FOR ONE GREAT MUSEUM 


Imposing Site at the Entrance of Falr- 
mount Park Suggested for 
the Bullding. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.—Three of the 
greatest private art collections are to be- 
come the property of the City of Phila- 
delphia in the near future, and are to be 
grouped as one for the benefit and pleas- 
ure of the public. Plans are already afoot 
which involves the srectton upon a site to 
be provided by the city for a temple of 
art that is to rank with the foremost of 
the country or abroad, 

These private art collections that are to 
become the property of the city are now 
owned by P. A. B. Widener, John G. 
Johnson, and the estate of the late W. L, 
Elkins, What may be regarded as the 
decisive step toward bringing the project 
into practical form was recently taken by 
P. A. B. Widener. 

Mr. Widener has announced positively 
within a few days that he would be pre- 
pared to turn this collection over to the 
city as its perpetual custodian, when- 
ever suitable legal and architectural ar- 
rangement to that end could be made. 
From the source from which this infor- 
mation was gained it has been learned 
also that Mr. Johnson also intends mak- 
ing a similar disposition of his remark- 
able art treasures. 

William L. Elkins before his death made 
known to his heirs and executors his 
wishes regarding the ultimate destination 
of his splendid pictures, which rank third 
in-‘importance with those of Mr. Widener 
and Mr. Johnson. The heirs and execu- 
tors of Mr. Elkins agreed after his death 
that his verbal wishes in this respect 
should be carried out. There are three 


or four other notable collections which | 


Philadelphia art lovers hope to see sooner 
or later in the same depository. One of 
these is Edward T. Stotesbury’s, another 
is Burgess Warren's, and a third is John 
Wanamaker’s. 

The site for a new Art Museum consid- 
ered most desirable by virtually all who 
have actively interested themselves in the 
project is the small hill now ocoupied by 
a city reservoir at Spring Garden Street 
and the Schuylkill River, which will be 
included in the terminal plaza of the new 
parkway, extending from the City Hall to 
that point. The possibilities of archi- 
tectural (display here are simply beyond 
estimate, it is declared. 

The building would be visible for long 
distances, and its style should give the 
tone to all the architectural adornment 
which that part of the city will be cer- 
tain to receive as the logical result of the 
immense public improvement now in 
progress. 

Many conferences have taken place re- 


cently between Mr. Widener and Mr. 
Johnson as to the legal forms under 
which the city shall be constituted the 
custodian of the three collections first 


mentioned—the Widener, the Johnson, and | 


the Elkins. Some legal difficulty has been 
encountered in this connection, and it is 
difficult to foresee just how or when it 
will be solved. There is reason to ~~ 
ose, however, that the delay will not be 


g. 

Whether Mr. Johnson leans toward the 
creation of a special city art commission 
a corporate art association, ora municipal 
art trust, to: have charge of the three 
collections, is not known. When ap- 
proached on the subject he said that any 
announcement would be premature, 

Mr. Widener admitted the genera] facts 
given above, but said that he was not yet 
ready to talk of the matter in detail. 

Mayor Reyburn is sald to be favorable 
to the use of the reservoir site for the 
Art Museum as soon as the city can dls- 
pense with the reservoir, and in Councils 
there {s a strong sentiment of the same 
kind. The Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts also as 
of the site, and it has been suggested in 
high quarters that it would be well for 
the city’s art treasures and those of the 
Academy all to be housed in one great 
edifice. 

The three collections are rich in fine 
examples of modern art, and contain also 
some precious o}d masters. Mr, Widener 
himself has estimated Mr. Johnson's col- 
lection to be worth several millions of 
dollars, and his own, containing a greater 
number of great names, although the can- 
vases are fewer, cannot be less valuable. 
The Elkins collection contains many splen- 
did examples of the early Flemish, Dutch, 
and French schools, and a considerable 
number of the old Italian painters. A 
remarkably firm uniformity of judgment 
is noted in the selection of Mr. Widener’s 
pictures. 

Mr. Johnson's collection 1s more catho- 
lic in its breadth of selection, and the 
person who is curious in art will find 
it more interesting as a whole than any 
other collection in Philadelphia, 

While it is impossible to put an exact 
money valuation upon property of. this 
kind, it may be conservatively said that 
these three collections are worth at least 
$10,000,000, and that if sold under proper 
direction in Europe they would bring a 
great deal more than that.

‘SPECTACLE LENSES SCARCE. 


Wholesalers Making Substitutes, It Is 
Said—European Makers Blamed. 


Complaints are made in the optical 
trade that there is a scarcity in the sup- 
ply of lenses for spectacles and eye- 
lasses. As a result opticians are delayed 
n filling orders and people who break 
their glasses are likely to wait longer 
than usual for new lenses. 

Retail opticians also say that as 
result of the scarcity some of the whole- 
gale houses are making substitutions, 
that is, filling orders for lenses of speci- 
fied curvature and dimensions with others 
that are a little different, and the results 
are sometimes unsatisfactory. 

The trouble is said to be with European 
manufacturers, as all the lenses used in 
this country for eyeglasses and spectacles 
are imported in the form of “ blanks,” 
on which the final grinding is done here. 
It is suspected that the foreign manu- 
facturers curtailed production as a pre- 
liminary to advancing prices. 

American opticians are agitating the 
question whether glass manufacturers in 
this country cannot make lense blanks 
that will equal or excel those made in 
Europe.

He said that the snows 
in the Slerras were so heavy and per- 
sistent during the Winter season that 
they would delay the contestants in get- 
ting through far more than if they took 
the more southerly course, even though 

|it involved covering a much greater dis- 
tance. He has no doubt of the possibil- 
ity of getting through them if essential, 
but believes time would be saved by 
avoiding them, not to speak of the saving 
of strength to the drivers, who would 
need to husband their powers for the 
severe strain of the Alaskan journey. Be- 
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him singularly for the position of pilot on 
such a tour. 

By heading south at Reno and passing 
through Carsen City along the line of 
the California, Nevada & Oregon Rail- 
road it is possible to cross the border 
line between Nevada and California and 
get all the way to within a hundred miles 
of Los Angeles without striking any very 
serious mountain grades.

One Company Forced to Withdraw 200 | 
of Its Cars from Service. 
|

LONDON, Jan. 5.—The latest di- 
version of Londoners is to watch the | 
progress of the strike of 1,200 omnibus | 
drivers and conductors, who stopped | 
work Thursday rather than submit to | 
terms amounting to a reduction in| 
wages. 

Up to now the strike has been so 
successful that one company has been} 
compelled to withdraw 200 of its cars| 
from the streets, with the result that | 
thousands of persons living off the main | 
thoroughfares have been compelled to 
take long walks in the bitter cold. 

A really remarkable feature of the 
strike is the settlement of the differ- 


ences that have existed between .the 
‘bus drivers and the flippant young 
chauffeurs and conductors who run the 
motor omnibuses. The horse drivers, 
up to now, have had a fierce animosity 
toward these chauffeurs and conduc- 
tors because they have looked upon 
them as despoilers of their ancient 
occupation. | 

But it is now announced that the/| 
drivers and motor ’bus men have made | 
common cause. If this announcement 
pans out, the managers of some of the| 
omnibus companies will feel that they 
are the victims of misplaced confidence. 
They selected the chauffeurs and con- 
ductors of their motor omnibuses with 
the full understanding that in case of 
any trouble with the horse drivers they 
might depend perfectly upon the con- 
tinuous operation of their motor omni- 
buses. In other words, the chauffeurs | 
and conductors were regarded as re- 
liable non-strikers.

The dry goods merchants from Fifty-ninth 
Street to EKighty-sixth Street, between First 
and Second Avenues, have formed an associa- 
tion to protect the same, and they pay each 
and every month $25 to the Captain so that | 
they can do business. The money is handled | 
by Mr. Wachtel of Seventy-fifth Street and 
Becond Avenue, who does the paying. As 
have said before, {t does harm to those who 
@re compelled tc close. 

Nine merchants of the Yorkville dis- 
trict were named in the letter’as belong- 
jug to the association. The letter was 
signed I. Bach. 

saac M. Bach, who has a store at First | 
Avenue and Seventy-fifth Street, and 
who, with his two brothers owns other 
stores in different parts of the city, de- 
nied positively yesterday that he had, 
written the letters. His brothers said the 
same. 

“In the past,” said Mr. Bach, ‘“‘ we have 
been opposed to the Sunday opening of 
stores, and we have tried to induce other 
dealers to close on that day, but we saw 
that we could do nothing with them. 
None of us wrote the letter in question. 
A man came to me last Monday from 
Commissioner Bingham’s office with the 
letter and asked me if I had written it. 
I told him that I had not. We wrote to 
Police Headquarters last Summer about 
the matter, but we did not write this let- 
ter. The man asked for a sample of my | 
handwriting and I gave him a note to} 
Bingham saying I-did not write that: 
letter.”’ ‘ 

Mr, Bach said that he was much amused 
at the action of the police in closing some 
of the stores after having received.a let- |, 
ter whose authorship was in doubt. | 

“Those stores over there,” he said 
laughing, ‘‘ have always been doing busi- 
mess on Sundays. ~None of our stores is 
open on Sunday. We long ago gave up 
trying to induce those fellows to close.’’ 

Sapt. Cooney dented all knowledge of 
any graft. When he came to know of 
the letter he sent one of his detectives 
into Wachtel’s store on Sunday to try 
to buy a collar. Wachtel was the first 
of the four arrested. Detective Parslow

Rare One Found on a Grandfather’ 
Love Letter Brings $3,000...

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.—A _iittle 
touch of sentiment was injected into the 
ordniarily prosaic stamp sale at the Free- 
man Building yesterday when an old 
local *‘ Provisional’’ stamp of the early 
fifties was sold for $3,000, providing 
money for the future trousseau of a Ilit- 
tle -year-old girl of Alexandria, Va. 
The stamp was taken from one of the 
love letters written by her grandfather to 
her grandmother. 

The Fawcetts of 


Alexandria are one 
of the oldest families in Virginia, and 
were well-to-do before the war. They 
have become so poor of late years that 
Mrs. Janette Fawcett, 76 years old, has 
been in despair of keeping her romise of 
providing the wedding outfit of her little 
granddaughter Janette. 

Just before Christmas, in going through 
some things in an old trunk, she came 
across a bundle of letters. On one of 
the envelopes was the old “ Provisional 
stamp. She realized that it was valuable, 
and it was brought to this city by a friend 
and placed in r, Parrish’'s hands. He 
put it up at the sale yesterday and, to 
the surprise of every one, a _ collector 
from Cleveland paid $3,000 for It. 

Very few of the * Provisional’’ stamps 
were issued, nd this particular stamp is 
different from any others that have come 
to light. It was issued by the Post- 
master of Alexandria in 1847 and is 


printed in black ink on light blue paper. 
All the other stamps of the kind that 
are known to be extant are printed in 
black on buff paper. The stamp is cir- 
cular in shape and the size of a halt 
dollar. In the centre Is the word “ paid,” 
with a “5S” underneath. This is en- 
circled with the words ‘‘Post Office, Alex- 
andria,”’ and around the whole ts a circle

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FOREIGN AUTOISTS 
EAGER FOR RACING 


French Makers Building Fast 
Cars to Regain the Grand 
Prix Trophy. 


Home Manufacturers to Confine Their 
Attentlon to Stock Car and 
Vanderblit Cup Events. 


The old rumor that America may be 
represented this year in some of the big 
automobile races abroad, preferably the 
French Grand Prix, has recently been 
started on its annual rounds. It has, how- 
ever, failed to elicit any enthusiasm and, 
indeed, after the disastrous showing of 
the Christie car, which made an effort 
to uphold the prestige of the American 
motor industry last season over the 
Dieppe course against the best produc- 
tions of France, Italy and Germany, 
American motorists are apt to regard any 
Statement that an attempt will be re- 
peated this year with considerable doubt. 
In other words, the American manufact- 
urer who essays to represent thig coun- 
try in Europe in any of the historic road 
races will have to show the lovers of 


motor sport at home that he means busi- | 


ness and is seriously preparing a fast and 
reliable car. ‘ 

There seems to be no possibility that 
America will take part in any of the big 
contests abroad this year. In the first 
place, the international rules, with their 
weight and cylinder bore limitations, are 
at variance with the racing rules adopted 
here for the Vanderbilt Cup. Perhaps it 
would be truer to say that the American 
rules are at variance with those abroad, 
for practically all of the European coun- 
tries have agreed to the new racing code. 
America has agreed to the weight regu- 
lation of 2,424 pounds, but the cylinder 
bore Mmitation of 155 millimeters, about 
6.2 inches, has not been accepted. In view 
of this fact, which permits the Amert- 
can cup racers built for the race that 


was expected to be held last season to 
be overhauled for the event this year 
without extensive changes in the motors, 
there is no likelihood that American 
makers will build new racing machines 
to send abroad In fact, with the grow- 
ing interest in stock car races and the 
opportunities that are being offered for 
such contests this season it is quite ap- 
parent that the domestic makers will 
confine their activities to their own 
territory, relying upon the Vanderbilt 
Cup race to pring out the compara- 
tive speed properties of the foreign and 
American machines. 

Racing interest in France seems to be 
livelier for the coming year than has been 
the case for several seasons. The reason 
is plain. France lost all of the big road 
contests last year—Nazarro with the Ital- 
jan Fiat car capturing in succession the 
Florio event {in Italy, the German Em- 
peror's Cup, and last and mosi 
all, the French Grand Prix. To regain 
her prestige as the builder of successful 
racing cars the French makers are put- 
ting forth exceptiona] efforts to construct 
the best and fastest machines of 1908. A 
number of French cars are virtually fin- 
ished for the next Grand Prix, and the 
fact that the Brasier concern has pre- 
vailed upon Théry, who twice won the 
Gordon Bennet Cup with the Brasier cars, 
to re-enter the racing game indicates the 
keen desire of France to regain the 
trophy. Six big concerns are now prepar- 
ing teams of three cars for the race—the 
Panhard, Renault, Brasier, Clement, De 
Dietrich, and Motobloc. The C. G. V. is 
pennies to enter one or two, and the 

raquet ig building two six-cylinder ma- 
chines. 

The Italian autoists are also showing 
activity. Nazarro has been experiment- 
ing with his new car for some _ time. 
Three Flats, three Italas, three Isottas, 
besides those from one or two other Ital- 
ian concerns, are being built for the 1008 
races. Belgium has made bold to name 
the first three official entries for the 
Grand Prix, a team of three Germains 
having been entered. 

Germany will be represented by the 
Mercedes, Benz, and Opel cars, Hemery 
again being seen in a Benz car which he 
drove last year. The Ariel cars of Eng- 
land are the only ones actually assured 
thus far from that country, but two or 
three other makers are likely to be rep- 
resented. From this early résumé of 
probable entrants, there are now fifty- 
three prospective starters assured, and 
this is likely to be somewhat increased 
instead of reduced. Last year the Grand 
Prix had thirty-four entries, and as the 
starters this year will be very nearly 
twice that number, the keen interest in 
road racing abroad i{s clearly apparent.

WANT FISH LAW REVISED. 


Present Statute Too Complicated to ba 
Understood by State Anglers. 


According to John B. Burnham, Chief 
Protector of the New York Forest, Fish, 
and Game Commission, a complete change 
in the game laws of the State is badly 
needed, and it is expected that at the 
present session of the Legislature a rear- 
rangement will be made. The fishing law 
has almost as many variations and excep- 
tions asthere are lakes, ponds, and streams 
in the State. In same places the right to 
catch small-rhouth black bass begins long 
before they spawn, and while they are 
on the spawning beds; in other places the 
season is later, in order that they may 
not be destroyed while on the spawning 
beds. Imp many sections of the law the 
wording practically prevents successful 
enforcement of the law. 

“Instead of the law reading,” says Mr, 
Burnham, “ the close season shall be from 
a given time to a given time, it should 
read, the open season shall be from such 
a date in a given month to such a date 
in a given month. Then no calculation 
or study is necessary to tell what the 
open season consists of. The experience 


of many other States and other countries 
makes it plain that there should be a 
positive non-resident hunting license law 
and a resident hunting license law. With 
such a law, non-residents will be made to 
pay for that which they. get in our State, 
a which they pay no part in sup. 
porting.”

represented to have spoken. Here are 
his words in San Francisco: 

Iam perfectly convinosd that the {mmt- 
gration of Japanese laborers to this coun- 
try ts undesirable. I admit that if {t is 
impossible for American and Japanese 
labor to live and work together in this 
country without fighting, under the com- 
petitive conditions which the Japanese 
laborer imposes on the American laborer, 
I cannot see how strife can be avoided 
between them, and for this reason I am 
in favor of the restriction of immigra- 
tion. 

I can assure you that the immigration 
of laborers from Japan to this country 
will be entirely stopped by the Japanese 
Government, and also that the American 
laborers wijl be exoluded from entering 
Japan. The Japanese Government is fully 


determined on this course, and effective 
legislation will be enacted and enforced

PARIS, Oct. 16.—Plerre Loti’s letter in Le 
| Figaro to-day ts devoted to describing the 
'catacombs of Apis, the bull god, at Memphis. 
| Though these, have been written about by many 
a traveler from many a land, the sailor 
academician has contrive to find something 
jnew to say about the giant sarcophag!, and, 
needless to add, he says it-tn his pecullar and 
inimitable style. What strikes Loti most tn 
the ancient sepulchre fe not the empty granite 
shells, nor the stupendous labor of the wor- 
shippers of Apis. His text is really taken 
from a stone coffin that has never held a 
mummy, because, before ‘ft had been fitted 
into ita niche, the cult of Apis had ceased in 
the land. It f# the sight of this “ last” sar- 
cophagus which inspires him with the terrify- 
ing thought—the most terrible, he says, of all 
our postive notione—that there must be an end 
to everything, not only a last temple, a last 
priest, and a last tomb, but also a last child 
born on earth, a last sunrise, and a last sun- 
set.

WANTS GOVERNMENT TO BUY 


Says It Has Fund Which Could B¢ 
Drawn Upon for That Purpose— 
No Need for Congress to Act. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.—‘* The United@ 
States should certainly buy that flag. It 
belongs to this couatry,” said Rear Admire 
al George W. Melville to-day, regarding 
the banner that floated over the Ameri- 
can man-o’-war Chesapeake, which is to 
be sold at public auction in London on 
Jan. 29, as exclusively announced this 
morning in a transatiantic wireless dis- 
patch to THe New YorK TIMES. 

““We ought to have that flag,” cone 
tinued the Admiral, “‘ and some one oughé 
to see that we get it. If I had the money 
I would buy it myself. It would be @ 
noble thing for the English Government 
to make the purchase and present {t 
to this country, but that, I believe, could 
not be done without an act of Parlla- 
ment. An Englishman might do it, bug 
they are not given to acts of that kind. 

“It would be an easy matter for the 
United States Government to make the 
purchase, as it could be done through 
one of our Consuls in England, and the 
Government maintains a contingent fund 
for just such purposes. No act of Cone 
gress would be required, and once the 
flag is In this country it could be deposit. 
ed at Washington or sent to the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis for the inspiraa 
tion it would be sure to give. 

“Intrinsically the flag has not mucl 
value, but the sentrment that clusters 
around it gives it a value to citizens of 
the United States which money cannot 
measure. There is no question in my 
mind that it is the flag which once floate 
ed over the ship of the gallant Lawrence, 
It belongs to this country, and in somé 
way should be brought here.” 


SHANNON’S BELL MISSING. 


Mysteriously Disappeared from New 
Brunswick Village Ten Years Ago. 


HALIFAX, N. 8. Jan. 5.—The ane 
nouncement that the flag of the United 
States frigate Chesapeake, the vessel 
captured off Boston Marbor in 1813 by the 
British warship Shannon and towed to 
Halifax, is to be sold at auction in Lon- 
don Jan. 20 recalls the disappearance of 
the ship’s bell, taken off thé victorioug 
vessel, which for many years hung in @ 
church tower at Shediac, N. B., and was 
| used to summon the parishioners to their 
devotions. The historic bell has been 
missing for ten years, but the fact has 
never been mentioned in the newspapers, 
and little attempt seems to have bee 
made to recover it. 

Many of the fittings of both the Shane 
non and Chesapeake were taken out of 
the vessels at the dock yard here, bul 
much of the equipment was sent to Eng- 
land. Very few relics remain. 

The bell of the Shannon was sent to 
Shediac by the British authorities at th 
request of Willlam Haniggton, a _reti 
army officer, who was the first English 
settler in that section. immense 
amount of land was given to Hanington, 
and when other English settlers arrived, 
he built the Anglican Church of St. Mar- 
tins-In-the-Wood. The Shannon's bell 
was hung in the tower in 1815, and. re- 
mained there until a large bell was placed 
in position by Hanington’s descendants, 
nearly twenty years ago. 

At that time the Rev. Dr. Charles FE, 
MacKenzie, Archdeacon of Columbus, 
Ohio, and a native of Pictou, was 
rector of Shediac, and he nad the old bell 
taken to a neighboring mission church at 
Cocagné, Kent County, N. B. Soon after 
its removal Mr. MacKenzte went to the 
United States and the bell was never 
hung. It remained In the church until @ 
few years ago, when it mysteriously dis 
appeared. 

Persons living near the church say tha& 
a stranger appeared one day, and, with~ 
out consulting the church offictals, forced 
open a window and carried off the bell. 
The bell weighed about 10 pounds and wa3 
150 years old. It was cast in England for 
the British warship Helena, and was on 
board that ship until the Helena was dis~ 
mantled at Portsmouth. Then it ‘wag 
transferred to the Shannon.

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RENT STRIKERS 
FIGHT THE POLICE 


Reserves ,Out on the Lower East 
Side and Use Clubs 
on Rioters. 


RED FLAGS ARE TORN DOWN 


Advisory Committee Tells Strikers to 
Avoid Such Clashes in the Future— 
Woman Among Those Arrested. 


There was rioting on the east side 
yesterday because of the rent strike, and 
the yeserves of the Madison Street, East 
Fifth Street, Union Market, and Eldridge 
Street Stations were held in readiness all 
day to go out and disperse crowds of 
striking tenants and their sympathizers. 

The tenants in the houses running from 
616 to 520 East Eleventh Street have 
been enthusiastic strikers from the begin- 
ning. Abraham lLoewenthal of 1,335 
Madison Avenue, has not been able to col- 
lect any rent there this month. Moreover, 
the tenants have decorated the fronts of 
the houses with American and red flags, 
and have hung across the doorways big 
signs printed in réd saying: “ We are 
striking here for lower rents.” 

Mr. Loewenthal went down to his houses 
yesterday morning to order that the flags 
and signs be taken down. He was 
laughed at. In the afternoon, on going 
down there again, he found an impromptu 
mass meeting of tenants in one of the 
hallways. Enraged, he shouted: 

“Get out of this hallway every man of 
you who doesn’t belong here.”’ 

Once more laughed at, he ran to the 
East Fifth Street Station and asked 
Lieut, Hall for assistance. Policemen 
Selnug, O’Brien, and George Miller ac- 
| companied him back to his houses. The 
| police said later that they were assaulted 
| by the tenants, so that they had to use 
| their sticks in self-defense. The tenants 
said that the policemen attacked them 

without provocation. 

At any rate, a number of those who 
had been in the hallway retired with 
bruised heads. The police arrested the 
following: Mr. and Mrs. Morris Chasin, 
Charles Bauman, Max Lichtenstein, and 

Devid Chortz, all of 524 East Bleventh 
Street. Chortz was released. The others 
were locked up charged with disorderly 
conduct. Policeman Seinug said that 
Chasin had bitten his hand and struck 
him in the face. In the Night Court the 
men were each fined $5, and Mrs, Chasin 
$1. Friends who followed them to court 
raised the money. 

Not long after the first disturbance a 
call went in to the East Fifth Street Sta- 
tion for more policemen at the Loewen- 
thal houses, Capt. Shaw hurried/to the 
street with his reserves. The crowd wes 
easily dispersed. The police took down 
the red flags and the strike signs. They, 
confiscated a number of other red flags 
last night. 

Policemen O’Brien and Bishop ran into 
a crowd of tenants collected in front of 
the tenement at 625 East Twelfth Street. 
There was a clash between the tenants 
and the two policemen. The crowd melted 
away, the tenants fleeing within their 
homes and closing their doors, They 
wouldn't admit the policemen or the land- 
lord, who wanted to take down the red 
flags. Later on, when an ambulance ar- 
rived from Bellevue Hospital with 4 sur- 
geon to attend to the bruised heads, they 
wouldn’t admit him because they thought 
he might take down the flags.

is bettef, they are told, to hang out Amer- 
ican flags and to put aside red flags and 
the signs telling of strikes within the 
houses. The conduct of the police is 
termed ‘outrageous,’ and the tenants 
are warned that there will probably be a 
number of illegal arrests. 

Because the strike fund is low, the ten- 
ants are told that in case they are ar- 
rested they must not feel bad if they are 
not bailed out immediately. They must 
expect to suffer. 

The management of the People’s Thea- 
tre, on the Bowery, it was announced 
yesterday, has offered its house and Yid- 
dish stock company for a benefit per- 
formance for the strikers’ fund. The day 
of the benefit hasn't been decided yet. 


FRIARS WANT A HOME.

THE REV. DR. KAISER DEAD. 


Was Composer of Jewish Musical Serv- 
Ices Used All Over the World. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 6.—The Rev. Dr. 
Alois Kaiser, for many years cantor of 
Oheb Shalom Temple, and whose musical 
compositions, especially those for use in 
Hebrew devotional services, are known 
and used all over the world, died to-day 
of heart disease, aged 68 years. Dr. 
Kaiser was a native of Austria, having 
been born near Vienna. 

At a session_of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis held in Rochester, N. 
Y¥., in 1895, the Rev. Alois Kaiser was 


elected an honorary member of the con- 
ference, in view of the distinguished serv- 
jice he had rendered the synagogue. This 
is a digtinction accorded to only three 
others—the Rev. Dr. B. Felsenthal of 
Chicago, the late Rev. Dr. Benjamin 
Szold of this city, and the Rev. Dr, G. 
Gottheil of New York. . 

Dr. Kaiser was at the time of his death, 
or had been, President of the Society of 
American Cantors, President of the He- 
brew Education Society, Secretary of the 
Hebrew Ladies’ Sewing Society, Director 
of the Allilance Israelite Universelle, 
member of the Jewish Publication So- 
ciety, co-laborer of and contributor to 
the Jewish Encyclopedia, and a member 
of all the Hebrew charity organizations. 


The Rev, W. E. Bogardus. 

BLOOMFIELD, N. J., Jan. 5.—The Rev. 
William E. Bogardus, pastor of the Dutch 
Reformed Church in the Brookdale sec- 
tion for fifteen years, died at the par 
sonage in Bellevae Avenue this morning, 
after an illness of several weeks. He was 
born in Cohoes, N. ¥., seventy-three years 
ago, and was a son of the late Rev. Cor- 
nelius Borgardus. In 1860 he entered the 
Theological Seminary at Rutgers College. 
Graduating in 1868, he accepted a call to 
the Middleburg, N.  Y., Reformed 
Churoh. In later years he held pastorates 
in Hawthorne, Cuddebackyille and Pieas-

GOOD FEELING IN LONDON. 


Believed There Financial Conditions 
Are on the Mend.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—In spite of the fact 
that the general advance in prices fol- 
lowing the announcement of the reduc- 
tion of the bank rate to 6 per cent. has 
not been maintained, last week’s busi- 
ness on the Stock Exchange, though re- 
stricted, was satisfactory on the whole 
and members generally .regarded the 
reduced rate as favorable to markets. 

Hope of a steady increase in busi- 
ness seems to be general, this attitude 
being based partly on the general 
tendency to a decline in the value of 
money at this time of the year and 
partly \to the belief that money rates 
will decline rapidly in New York.

Financial writers, bankers, and security 
! experts seem td agree pretty generally as 
; to the causes, the world over, which com- 
| bined to contribute to the financial stress 
which culminated in the panic of last 
October and forced institutions and indi- 
viduals alike to sell large amounts of se- 
curities quite regardless of their oost, in- 
trinsic value, or yield. 

The future course of the market for se- 
curities must depend in a large degree 
upon the demand and the supply. The 
supply of certain classes of securities ap- 
pears to be unusually large, and it will 
take a considerable period of time to ab- 
sorb the bonds that must be distributea 
to meet the expenditures of many munic- 
ipal and private corporations, beginning 
in this country with New York City, and 
extending to other well-known cities, to 
the railroads, and to public utilities. 

The demand for these securities must 
await several results. First of all, the 
public must have confidence in the secu- 


| rity and be convinced that Government~— 


both National and municipal—is not 


| either revengeful or confiscatory in its 
| tendency to enforce the laws, and if the 


constituted authorities, with the co- 
operation of the press, will in good faith 
search their own ‘consciences for evi- 
dences of unfair dealing, use of “ special 
privileges,"’ and,

| FUNDS MUST BE FREED well convinced of the fallacy of municipal 


ownership. If this proves to be true, it 
is bound to have an important effect upon 
tae demand for securities of all classes. 
It will have a good effect upon demand 
for municipal securities. Several years 
ago Sir Felix Schuster, Governor of the 
Union Bank of London, said to me that 
he felt that municipal ownership had been 
carried so far in Great Britain that near- 
lv every municipality was on the verge 
of bankruptcy. The result of investiga- 
tions by thoroughly competent and im- 
partial commissions has shown that mu- 
nicipally owned railways, telegraphs, pub- 
lic utilities, and industrial concerns do 
not give nearly as good service, and that, 
although they may give lower rates to 
consumers, they invariably bring. about 
great increase in taxation, and if they 
give anything like the service demanded 
by the public they are bound to danger- 
ously increase the public debt. Further~ 
more, when the public is convinced that 
the policy of all branches of Govern- 
ment will be strongly against confisca- 
tory methods, and that their efforts will 
be in good faith directed only toward 
reasonable regulation, and that corpora- 
tions are simply combined enterprise for 
mutual advantage, and that the corporate 
form has aided the development ef man- 
kind, and if given a fair show and prop- 
erly regulated will continue to aid man- 
kind as no other force is able to do, indi- 
viduals who now have a fear of the sta- 
bility of corporations will gladly invest 
their savings in the securities of those 
combinations of capital whose manage- 
ment has made 4@ satisfactory record. 
Another important factor which will 
govern the demand for securities is the 
supply of money, My own belief is that 
we have plenty of money in this country 


in fact as well as ad to meet all the legitimate needs of busi-

which are similar to our National banks, 
carry no reserves, relying upon the Bank | 
}of England, which is the bankers’ bank. 
In this country we have Over six thou- 
sand National banks and as many more | 
, trust, companies, State banks, and private 
banks, each of which has during the past | 
| three months felt that it might be called

endeavored to accumulate as much cash! 
in its own vaults as possible. Individuals, 
| fearing that the banks either might not 
| be able to pay, or might refuse to pay, | 
| have hoarded cash, and credits have been 
corespondingly curtailed, securities have 
been sacrificed, and the demand up to the 
|present time has been largely from 
| thrifty and far-sighted individuals who 
are classed as “‘ bargain hunters.” 


A considerable amount, however, of ‘the 
surplus earnings or savings of the peo- 
ple is represented by corporation better- 
ments paid for from earnings as distin- 
guished from betterments paid for from 
the proceeds of the sale of securities, 
also by the development of new enter- 
prises and new territory, in which capital 

, and labor have been !nvested, and upon 
| which adequate returns may confidently 
|} be expected during the next few years. 
| Capital now hoarded either in banks or 
| by individuals will return to the centres 
and be available for investment in the 
near future. Capital now invested in the 
development of new territory, new enter- 
prises, mines, and in betterments paid 
for out of earnings by railroad and in- 
dustrial corporations will return more 
slowly, but is bound to be available in 
due time, and when the public realizes 
how great is the total invested capital 
of this character, confidence will be vast- 
ly increased and the demand for good 
securities will be stimulated. 

The great bargains in securities have 
pretty well disappeared, either due to 
their absorption by the bargain hunter 
or to the fact that the necessity to sell 
has not been s0 great and they have been 
withdrawn from the market. 

The great buying public rarely invests 
at bottom prices Its courage does not 
come until pric2s begin to advance. This 
process is now going on and careful in- 
vestors are making diligent inquiry as 
to the safety of securities offered. This 
we regard as the best evidence that a de- 
mand is spyinging up. We cannot hope 
that the large amount of securities now 
on the market will be absorbed quickly, 
or that the normal demand will return for 
several months, but we do believe that be- 
fore the year is over we are likely to see 
@ greater demand for “seasoned bonds” 
of all classes than has ever existed in 
this country, provided the public is con- 
vinced that the law making and law-en- 
forcing power throughout the land means 
to give everybody a square deal in good 
faith, and really knows what a “square 
deal” is and how much a bona fide 
“square deal’’ means to all the people as 
well as to the holders of securities,

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RUSSIA'S TRADE AND 
COMMERCE SUFFERS 


Adolphus Wolski of the Associ- 
ated Chambers of Commerce 
Blames the Government. 


PESSIMISTIC ON FUTURE 


After Predicting That Germany and 
United States Will Absorb Terri- 
tory, Gives Discouraging Figures. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4—Adolphus 
‘Wolski, head of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce of St. Petersburg, takes the 
most pessimistic view of Russian trade 
and commerce, In an interview with THE 
Timms correspondent he says that the 
snetal trade is very bad in Russia as well 
@s everywhere else, and that the dearness 
of money in the empire makes it worse. 
jJAs @ result of the financial scare in 
‘America, no country has now any spare 
capital to invest in Russia, and would 
mot invest anything in any case, owing to 
the unrest in this country and the im- 
possibility of saying what the result of 
the present constitutional deadlock will 
be. The country does not trust the 
Duma, the Duma is not pleasing the Gov- 
ernment, and probably the Government 
is regarded as wildly reactionary by the 
®ourt camarilla. Thus it is only safe to 

rophesy disaster, and the gloomier one's 
propia are the mere probability there 

of their being right. In Mr. Wolski's 
g@pinion the conquest of a considerable 
portion of European Russia by the Ger- 
is a foregone conclusion, and he 
thinks that, no matter how peaceful and 
fmodest the Americans may think them- 
Selves to be, they will yet find themselves 
the owner of all Russia’s Pacific sea- 
board. 

To descend from prophecies to matter 
ef fact, every kind of business in Russia 
fs at the present moment on the down 
grade. For instance, the railways. In 
$006 the orders for wagons were 23,000; in 
4907, 18,000, and in 1908 they will be 9,800. 
Yn 1906-the orders per mile were 18,000,- 
000; in 1907, 12,000,000, and in 1908, 10,- 
000,000. 

The foreign capital invested in Russia 
Is suffering. In 1906 the Russo-Belgian | 
fociety paid 9 per cent; in 1907 it paid 
B per cent. The New Russian Society, 
gn English concern, paid 8 per cent. last 
year, and formerly paid 12. Now it pays 
nothing. 

Coal is not so bad, but there will soon 
be a crisis in coal. also. Sugar is bad. 
Shipping is very bad. Owing to strikes, 
the industries of that great Polish indus- 
trial centre, Lodz, are in a state of de- 
moralization. 

For all this the Government is to blame. 
It has*not made a step forward for the 
last thirty years. It has centralized its 
power more and more every year whereas, 
on the contrary, the only hope of saving 
Russia lies in federation and decentraliza- 
tion and freedom, such as has been the 
making of America. Poland and the Bal- | 
tic provinces, and every other of the sepa- 
rate parts of Russia, should, like Finland, 
lave self-government. If the Govern- 
ment maintains its present non possumus 
attitude it will most certainly run on the 
rocks.

Review of Tr\e Timms for 1907 as the most 
notable financial publication of the year. 
It appeared in connection with yesterday's 
Times, and its fifty-six pages included 
interviews and articles from the pens of 
the ‘leading firrancial and business au- 
thorities of this country and Europe, 

Following so closely on the heels of 
the recent unpleasantness in the finan- 
elal world, the compendium is of unusual 
{nterest, and thos who were asked to 
contribute to its pages found many things 
to say which not only New York but 
the whole country has been waiting to 
hear. In it many men who “speak with 
authority” have taken occasion to write 
or say what they comsider the causes 
end importance of the Fall panic and to 
give their opinion of its effect on the 
future. 

From a general standpoint it may be 
said that the publication as a whole was| 
an elaboration of the word Optimism, and 
that the opinions and prophecies of the 
contributors were of the most hopeful 
end encouraging nature. Many persons 
who have been told during the last few 
months that “the country is all right,” 
more prosperous than ever before, and 
the panic merely “a ripple on the sur- 
face,” and have still shaken their heads, 
have only to read the words from the 
pens of these men who are powers in the 
agricultural, manufacturing, and banking 
world to realize that these statements 
are indeed true and that the men who oc- 
cupy the seats of the mighty are not 
gitting in any uneasiness.

POSTAL REVENUE$183,000,000 


Hitchcock Commends the Reappoint- 
ment of Presidential Postmasters. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The annual re- 
port of First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Frank H. Hitchcock for the last 
fiscal year was made public to-day. 

The revenues collected during the fiscal 
year 1906, he eays, amounted to about 
$168,000,000, a gain of more than $15,000,- 
000, and the report states that this growth 
was continued in 1907, when the aggregate 
reached $183,000,000, being somewhat in 
excess of that of the previous year.

that was demonstrated plainly in the last 
war. The aristocracy, the army, the 
Church, capitalists, and the peasants are 
all loyal to him, and only the small mi- 
nority of the péople in Russia are revo- 
lutionists. The revolutions are always 
made in the name of the Czar, because 
the peasant will not act unless his name 
is invoked. The agitators tell the peas- 
ants that the Emperor has given them 
the land, but the proprietors will not let 
them have it, and that starts the trouble.”
